(SBU)  Post  is  researching  two  separate  media  reports,  one  02 
August  2007  stating  that  nine  (9)  suspects  from  the  Oriental  region 
of  Morocco  were  arrested  in  Oujda  near  the  Algerian  border, 
intending  to  join  a training  camp  of  the  Al-Qaida  in  the  Islamic 
Maghreb;  the  other  26  July  2007  stating  that  eleven  (11)  Islamists 
accused  of  being  members  of  the  terrorist  cell  "Ansar  A1  Mehdi"  were 
given  prison  sentences  in  a Sale  court.
